A dispatch from Sacramento says: 
The State Highway Commission has 
completed the division of thestate in¬ 
to seven districts for the purpose of 
carrying on the work of constructing 
the system of state highways under 
the provisions of the $18,000,000 high¬ 
way bond issue, and also to simplify 
the work by bringing it under the 
head of the seven division engineers. 

The division engineers named, who 
will receive from $200 to $250 per 
month, taking their positions on the 
first of January, are as follows: 

Francis J. Somner, Thomas A. Bed¬ 
ford, James B. Woodson, A. E. Loder, 
W. S. Caruthers, Walter C. Howe and 
William L. Clark. 

In addition the Commission today 
announced the appointment of George 
R. Winslow of Syracuse, N. Y., as the 
chief engineer and F. P. Burgues of 
Los Angeles as chief draughtsman for 
the highway work.

Word from El Paso, Texas, is to the 
effect that United States guards on 
the border have been doubled. United 
States Army officers are notified that 
an insurrecto attack will be made on 
Juarez. Reports that a Reyes revolu¬ 
tion is to be launched with the seizure 
of Custom houses are generally dis¬ 
credited. 

The town of Ticuman, in the State 
of Morelos, Mexico, has been sacked. 
Two Spanish merchants, were killed.

Several haciendas of the district of 
Zacatepec, State of Puebla, belonging 
to a Spaniard, have been robbed and 
property to the value of 50,000 gold 
pesos stolen.

The town of Victoria, in the north¬ 
eastern district of the State of Guana¬ 
juato, has been occupied by several 
hundred Reyistas.

It Was Diagnosed by Many 
Doctors, but Correctly 
by Only One

It was Sunday morning. The State 
Street Presbyterian church of Berke¬ 
ley was crowded to hear the first ser¬ 
mon of the new minister, the Rev. 
Charles Fordham. Miss Dorothy Cum¬ 
mings, daughter of Deacon Cummings 
—the deacon was one of the pillars of 
the church—sat in her father’s pew 
spellbound by the minister’s elo¬ 
quence. 

The following Tuesday evening Miss 
Cummings appeared at the weekly 
prayer meeting, surprising those who 
for years had been regular in their at- 
tenda nee. 

On Thursday the minister dined at 
the home of Deacon Cummings, and 
Miss Dorothy during the evening found 
an opportunity to say to him that she 
had been deeply impressed by his Sun¬ 
day sermon and would like to converse 
with him on the subject of the dis¬ 
course.

mings he had laid down a rule for his 
guidance which he preferred not on 
any account to break through.

A few weeks later the Cummings 
family physician. Dr. Effingham Treat, 
was called in to see Dorothy. He look¬ 
ed at her tongue, felt her pulse and 
stuck a little glass thermometer in her 
mouth. Then he took out the prescrip¬ 
tion blank with which doctors invari¬ 
ably end a call, especially a first call, 
and wrote a prescription. This done, 
he left her, stating that the trouble 
was not serious. As soon as he bad 
gone Dorothy threw his prescription 
Into the fire. 

A week passed, and Miss Cummings, 
being no better, her fnther called up 
Dr. Treat by telephone and was in¬ 
formed that he had pone to Smith’s 
drug store. Mr. Cummings phoned the 
doctor there and asked him to call on 
Dorothy, since she was no better, and 
he (her father) was worried about her. 
Treat, having forgotten what medicine 
he had recommended the girl and not 
wishing it to appear that the case was 
not constantly on his mind, asked 
Smith, who sold the Cummingses all 
their drugs, to look up the prescrip¬ 


tion and tell him what he had ordered. 
Smith discovered that no prescription 
from the doctor to any of the Cum¬ 
mings family had been recently filled. 

On his way to visit the patient the 
doctor was stopped by the Rev. Mr. 
Fordham to inquire about Miss Cum¬ 
mings. He wished to know whether 
Dorothy was very sick and gave con¬ 
fidentially as a reason her request that 
lie should call to administer spiritual 
advice, his refusal, according to his 
rule, stating further that if she were 
in danger he would not hesitate to go 
to her at once. 

The doctor promised the clergyman 
that if Dorothy should become dan¬ 
gerously ill he would notify him and 
drove on. But on the way he did some 
thinking. He was nobody’s fool, and. 
putting the information he had de¬ 
rived from the clergyman with that 
jf the druggist and having suspected 
that his patient was perfectly well, 
he began to see through her little 
scheme.

Sitting down in the 
library, he wrote: 

My diagnosis of this case is that there 
is a cordial affection. There are frequent j 
heart flutterings. followed by depression, j 
But since the heart is affected by nervous 
conditions I do not fear organic trouble. 

I rather infer mental influences. How¬ 
ever, since I may be mistaken in this di¬ 
agnosis 1 would recommend watching the 
action of the liver, the kidneys, the spleen ; 
and other organs. 

Dorothy kept her room and refused ! 
herself to visitors. Dr. Archibald I 
Swain-Chichester, whose practice was j 
among the ultra fashionable set, next 
took up her case, read Dr. Treat’s 
diagnosis—or, rather, scanned it con- , 
temptuously—asked the patient a great 
many questions, gave especial direc¬ 
tions as to her diet, wrote the cus¬ 
tomary prescription—or, rather, pre¬ 
scriptions, for there were three of them 
—and departed, promising to return 
again in a week. Since Mrs. Cum¬ 
mings was now much troubled about 
her daughter’s condition Dorothy did 
not dare to burn up her prescriptions, 
but when the medicines came she daily 
poured a small portion of each in a 
sink. Since she thwarted her physi¬ 
cian's intention In her behalf it is not. 
remarkable that she gained no benefit. 
But, on the other hand, if she gained 
uo benefit she suffered no Injury. 

Now, Dorothy in her feminine way 
was a far better diagnostician than any 
of her physicians. Though she had 
met the Rev. Charles Fordham but a 
few times, she had noticed in his eye 
that peculiar spark of love which 
flashes at times between two persons 
of opposite sex, as well as felt it in 
her own heart. During his first ser¬ 
mon she had kept her gaze fixed upon ] 
him and had several times noticed his 
momentarily concentrated upon her. 
During her illness—or, rather, her se¬ 
clusion-lie had made repeated inqui¬ 
ries of her family as to her condition 
and had manifested the usual solici¬

The next Monday afternoon, Monday 
being the clergyman’s visiting day, 
he rang the bell at the Cummingses 
and was ushered into an upstairs liv- 
iug room where Dorothy, whose pal¬ 
lor had been caused partly by confine¬ 
ment and partly by face powder skill¬ 
fully applied, was half reclining on a 
lounge. She was dressed in a becom¬ 
ing kimono-like gown and partly cov¬ 
ered by a silken spread with colors 
to correspond with the gown.

There was one point on 
which they all agreed—that the pa¬ 
tient gave no response whatever to 
the medicines they prescribed. This 
was not remarkable since she bad 
taken none of them. Dr. Treat listen¬ 
ed to these diagnoses, looked wise and 
said nothing. 

The visits of the Rev. Mr. Fordham 
to Miss Dorothy Cummings were con¬ 
tinued with excellent results. Her 
physicians were discharged, what re¬ 
mained of her drugs was destroyed, and 
It was not long before she was driving < 
out for an airing. Then she was seen 
frequently In company with the clergy¬ 
man, and members of the congrega¬ 
tion began to talk of an engagement. 
It was whispered among some of the 
unmarried ladies who had themselves 
had designs on the reverend gentle¬ 
man that Dorothy Cummings was mak- | 
ing a dead set for him. 

They were all of them behind the 
times.

Famous People 

Named Christmas 


Christmas is an old fashioned Eng¬ 
lish family name, especially in Surrey 
and Cambridgeshire, and many people 
bearing it have achieved fame in one 
direction or another. 

For instance, there was Gerard 
Christmas, the famous carver of stat¬ 
uary, who flourished in the early part 
of the seventeenth century. He de¬ 
signed Aldersgate and carved with his 
own hands the richly ornamented por¬ 
tal of Northumberland House, a fa¬ 
miliar object to the older generation 
of living Londoners. 

Ills chief energies, however, were 
directed toward ornamenting and 
beautifying the ships of the royal na¬ 
vy, and the highly decorative style he 
originated was continued right down 
to the middle of the last century, 
when iron superseded oak in the con¬ 
struction of battleships. 

At his death his two sons, John 
Christmas and Mathias Christmas, 
whom he had brought up to his art, 
succeeded him as official carvers to 
the lords of the admiralty and worthi¬ 
ly carried on the work he had so well 
begun. 

Every one interested in coins and 
coinage is familiar with the name of 
Henry Christmas, the eminent numis¬ 
matist. who died in 18G8. Besides 
being a fellow of the Royal society 
and of the Society of Antiquaries, he 
was for many years honorary secre¬ 
tary of the Numismatic society, to 
whose publications he contributed 
lnrgely. He also wrote and published 
a large number of religious and his¬ 
torical works. 

John William Christmas (“Jean of 
the Iron Hand”) was one of the most 
famous of the many English adven¬ 
turers who during the French revolu¬ 
tionary disturbances of 1791 fought on 
the losing side. 

Joining the Chouans or royalist in¬ 
surgents of Brittany, he soon made 
his mark and was Intrusted with the 
conduct of a division by George Ca- 
doudal, their supreme commander. 

Later on, when Cadoudal, disgusted 
with the dissensions of his highborn 
generals, organized a new army in 
which no aristocrat was permitted to 
hold command, Christmas was forced 
to resign with the rest. He was, how¬ 
ever, reinstated on his pointing out 
that he was not, as had all along been 
supposed, of noble lineage, but was, on 
the contrary, the son of a south of 
England peasant 

Thence onwnrd he acted as Cadou- 
dal’s adjutant general and did splendid 
service against the royalist forces until 
January, 1793, when he had the mis¬ 
fortune to be taken prisoner. He was 
shot at daybreak on the morning fol¬ 
lowing his capture. 

Noel is, of course, only another form 
of the word Christmas, and of famous 
Noels, both living and dead, there is a 
lengthly list. 

It Is, for instance, the family name 
of the earls of Gainsborough, whose 
history has been a distinguished one 
for generations past 

Noel-Hill, again, is the name of Bar¬ 
on Berwick, a famous member of a fa¬ 
mous old English family. 

Then there is Ernest Noel, who has 
done more to improve the housing of 
the working classes than has probably 
any other man living. 

Vice Admiral Sir Qerard Noel, who 


! hhs bSen fcommandeh in chief on the 
China station since 1903, has received 
many decorations, including the much 
coveted gold medal of the Royal Unit¬ 
ed Service Institution. 

Going farther back, there was that 
Henry Noel, the famous courtier of 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth and au¬ 
thor of the now familiar phrase “Mon- 
I ey was made to spend.” His extrava¬ 
gance knew no bounds and very much 
displeased his royal mistress, herself 
one of the most extravagant of mon- 
archs. 

Of a very different type was Baptist 
Wriothesley Noel, the eminent non¬ 
conformist divine. He was at first ed¬ 
ucated for and inducted into the 
Church of England. But the result of 
the Gorham case, which drove many 
high churchmen into the fold of Rome, 
sent Noel into the ranks of the Bap¬ 
tists. 

He publicly renounced on Dec. 3, 
1848, his connection with the Estab¬ 
lished church and was a little later 
publicly rebaptized by immersion in 
John Street chapel. Holborn, a build¬ 
ing situated bard by the very church 
wherein he had ministered during long 
years prior to his “conversion.” 

Thomas Noel, the poet, who died In 
1861, ought to be well known by hfs 
“Paper’s Drive,” than which no poem 
has been more widely read, recited 
and quoted. The verses are. however, 
almost universally ascribed to Hood, 
even by people who ought to know 
better, and the real author’s name 
remains in consequence buried in ob¬ 
livion. 

Another poet named Noel, who en¬ 
joyed considerable reputation in his 
day, was Roden Berkeley Noel, the 
author of “Behind the Veil,” “Bea¬ 
trice,” “The Red Flag” and other 
poems. His collected works were pub¬ 
lished in 1892 among the series or 
“Canterbury Poets.” 

Roden Noel, who was well known in 
society and a groom of the privy 
chamber to Queen Victoria, died very 
suddenly at Mainz on May 26, 1894. 

Why We Hang Up Stockings. 

The custom of hanging up the stock¬ 
ing on Christmas eve arose from an 
Incident in the life of the good St. 
Nicholas. One day, when he was over¬ 
taken by a severe storm, he took ref¬ 
uge in a convent, and the next day 
being Christmas he preached a sermon 
to the nuns which they liked so much 
that they asked him to come the next 
year and preach to them again. 

On his second visit, which was also 
on a Christmas eve, before going to 
bed he asked each of the nuns to lend 
him a stocking, and he filled the stock¬ 
ings with sugar plums in return for 
their hospitality. 

In the making of mince pies—which 
form a part of a regular Christmas 
feast—mutton was the only meat for¬ 
merly used, as a commemoration of 
the flocks that were watched on the 
holy night by the shepherds of Bethle¬ 
hem.

NATIONAL PARKS 
IN CALIFORNIA 


The Department of the Interior pro¬ 
poses to spend $381,620 in the national 
parks in California during the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1013, if the 

amount requested by the Secretary of 
the Interior is appropriated by Con¬ 
gress. This is an increase of $314,070 
over the appropriation for the current 
fiscal year. The increases requested 
are as follows. Yoseinite National 
Park, from $50,000 to $274,000; Hequoia 
National Park, from $15,550 to $89,550; 
General Grant National Park, from 
$2000 to $17,250. The items for each 
park are as follows: 

Yosemite National Park: New road 
along south rim of Yosemite Valley 
from Fort Monroe to Glacier point, 
$75,000; improving the road on the 
north side of Merced River from Poho- 
no bridge to the junction with the 
Coulterville Road, $50,210; continuing 
the improvement of the road on the 
south side of Merced River, from 
Camp Ahwanee to Happy Isles, 
$46,750; a re-enforced concrete bridge to 
replace the Sentinel bridge over Mer¬ 
ced River, $14,000; construction of! 
trail from Merced Lake up to the 
Merced River Canyon to the head of i 
the Merced River, $5000; construction 
of trail from the head of Lyell Fork I 
Meadows to Lyell Glacier, $1500; con¬ 
tinuing the installation of the water- 
distribuling system in tiie Yosemite 
Valley, $25,000; garbage incineratory, 
$6900; operating the present road¬ 
sprinkling system, $75,000; the exten- 
of the road-sprinkling system to Fort 
Monroe and Happy Isle and operation 
of the same, $7500; repair of existing 
roads, trails, bridges, culverts, build¬ 
ings, plants, fences, camp sanitation, i 
and removal of undergrowth, $25,000; 
salaries, $10,460. 

Hequoia National Park: Widening! 
21 miles of Giant F'orest wagon road to !• 
18 feet and constructing drain culvert, 1 
$25,200; constructing 40 miles of trail, 
$12,000; improving 150 miles of trail, ; 
$15,000; construction of 20 miles of 
telephone line, $8000; fencing 50 miles 
of the park boundary, $10,000; comple¬ 
tion of water system for Tourist Camp 
at Camp Hierra, including public¬ 
drinking fountains, $2500; construct 
ing a stairway and a hand rail on 
Moro rock, $2500; construction of pier, 
bathhouse, and boathouse at Twin 
Lakes, $2000; improvement and devel¬ 
opment of Paradise and Clough caves, 
$2000; piping water from Log Creek to 
Military Camp, $2000; repainting 
Marble Ford bridge, $250; fencing 
rangers’ pasture and constructing and 
painting rangers’ cabins, $2400; salar¬ 
ies of rangers, $5700. 

General Grant National Park: Con¬ 
struction of two miles of wagon road, 
$5000; construction of 2 miles of trail, ! 
$400; completing water-supply system j 
at Tourist Camp, $500; fencing Tour¬ 
ist Camp ground, $800; rebuilding 8 
miles of park boundary fence, i 
$1600; construction and improvement 
of park buildings, $1050; forestation 
and protection of growing forest, $5000; 
construction of three gateways at en¬ 


trances to park, $750; construction of 
public bathhouse, $759; salary of park 
ranger, $1400. 

For the development and care of the 
national parks the Hecretary of the 
Interior has asked Congress to appro¬ 
priate the sum of $791,080.60, an in¬ 
crease of $617,730.61 over the appropri¬ 
ations for the current fiscal year. The 
national parks constitute ideal recrea¬ 
tion grounds for thousands of people, 
but their development and use are 
seriously retarded by the lack of ade¬ 
quate roads and trails, and until suf¬ 
ficient money is appropriated for 
beginning a comprehensive plan of 
development the parks will fall 
far short of rendering the important 
public use for which they are intend¬ 
ed. The general public interest in 
these pleasure grounds is shown by 
the fact that in a list recently issued 
by the department of the interior 390 
magazine articles on the parks are 
enumerated. It is the interest of the 
department to make the principal 
places of the park more accessible, to 
render traveling more comfortable by 
sprinkling the roads throughout the 
dry season, and to guard the health of 
the traveler by the installation of 
proper water supply and sewerage 
systems. The responsibility for the 
future conduct of the national parks 
must rest with Congress, but the de¬ 
partment feels that the financial needs 
of these reservations should be clearly 
presented to Congress in the annual 
estimates. 


ROW TO jSE RED 
CROSS SEALS 


With the sale of Red Cross Heals in 
progress in almost every state and city 
of the United .States, The National As¬ 
sociation for the Study and Preven¬ 
tion of Tuberculosis is issuing the fol¬ 
lowing instructions to its fifty thous¬ 
and paid and volunteer workers 
engaged in selling the seals, and to the 
millions who will buy these holiday 
stickers for use on their Christmas 
mail. 

The Post Office Department has ap¬ 
proved of the Red Cross Heal design, 
and they may therefore, in accordance 
with order No. 5020 of the Post Office 
Department “be affixed to the reverse 
side of domestic mail matter.” Red 
Cross Heals must be placed only on the 
back of letters and not on the address 
side of any packages going through 
mail. They may be placed anywhere 
on matter going by express. As many 
seals may be used on the back of a 
letter or package as may be desired. 
Everyone is urged to use them liberal¬ 
ly, since every seal is a bullet in the 
fight against tuberculosis. 

Care should be exercised in sending 
merchandise through the mails not to 
place seals over the string with which 
the package is tied, since this seals the 
package against inspection and sub¬ 
jects it to first-class postage rates. 

Red Cross Heals may be used on the 
reverse side of mail matter sent to Aus¬ 
tria, Germany, Great Britain and 
most of the British colonies except 
India and Australia. Guatemala, 


Uruguay and Portugal refuse to admit 
mail bearing non-postage stamps. 

Red Cross Heals may be used on 
the face of checks, on bills, on legal 
documents, and on any commercial 
paper. 

These Christmas seals are not good 
for postage. They will not carry any 
mail matter, but any kind of mail 
matter will carry them. The slogan 
of the campaign this year is “A mil¬ 
lion for tuberculosis from Red Cross 
Heals.” Every letter or parcel sent 
out during the holiday season should 
bear one or more seals.
